Half the bridge was down, and, with 
the débris of the cars, in flames, which 
originated from the stoves in the coaches. 
Nothing but the wheels and other iron 
work remained. A dozen men were 
endeavoring to quench the flames 
with buckets of water, but unavailingly. 
Soon a large bucket brigade was formed ot vol- 
unteers on the relief-train, and the burning 
wreck was rapidly cooled so as to permit the 
work of recovering the bodies to begin. The 
dead and seriously injured were all confined in 
the ruins of the smoker and baggage-car, and 
these, lying one on top of the other, were in 
deep water near the pier. The river was high 
and the current strong and icy, adding to the 
difficulties of the search, which was quite tedi- 
ous, there being only one skiff to work in. It 
was a sickening and heartrending labor.

3 Dr. Elisha Harris. 

New Yorx, Jan. 31.—[Special.]—Dr. Elisha 
Harris, Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
died this morning in Albeny. 

[Dr. Harris was well known throughout the world 
by reason of bis connection with sanitary work and 
the collation of vital statistics. He was born in West- 
minster, Vt., March 15, 1824, and was graduated 
from the College of Physicians and Surgeons in 
1849. In 1855 he was made physician in chief atthe 
Quarantine Hospital on Staten Island. His mastéry 
of the sanitary problems connected with the New 
York quarantine station resulted in the establish- 
ment of the present system of quarantine defenses 
in all their important details. During the War he 
was deeply interested in the National Sanitary 
Commission, and devised the railway ambulance, 
for which at the Paris Exposition in 1867 he was 
awarded a bronze medal. In 1869 he became Sani- 
tary Superintendent of New Tork City. 
In 1873 he was made of 
Vital Statistics, position 
until 1876, when he was legislated out of office. 
One of the greatest works in which Dr. Harris was 
engaged was the first thorough tenement-house 
survey, known as the sanitary survey of 1869. In 
1880 he was elected Secretary and State Superin- 
tendent of Vital Statistics. These positions he 
held at the time of his death.]

The past history of 
the Garretts and their railroad discredits this 
talk of consolidation. 3 
During the boom of a few years age which 
was taken such liberal advantage of by a few 
scheming adventurers and confidence swin- - 
dlers, who sold tens of millions of stocks to 
the public at par which cost them absolutely 
nothing, great exertions were made by Mr. 
Gould to get possession of a majority of the 
stock of the Baltimore & Ohio Road. No 
corporation in the country offers a finer op- 
portunity than this for a repetition of such 
stock-watering as Mr. Gould achieved with 
such brilfiant success in the case of the ele- 
vated roads, the Western Union Telegraph, 
the Missouri Pacific, and the Wabash. The 
‘Baltimore & Ohio has never watered its 
stock, and its books now show a surplus of

THE PRICES OF DRY GOODS. 

The schedule elsewhere printed showing 
the shrinkage of prices in staple dry goods 
will be a surprise to many people who have 
seen quotations declining little by little, with- 
out realizing how long the process has been 
going on, and how wide the gap is between 
January, 1882, and the present time. Here 
are nine classes of goods which were from 
28 to 44 per cent higher two years ago than 
now, the av being something more than 
31 per cent. It must be borne in mind that 
these figures are based on the lower 
quotations and are therefore larger than 
if they were calculated on the basis 
of the higher rates, but the show- 
ing is impressive enough. The d@line 
in the manufactured articles has considerably 
outrun the decline in the raw materials. Two 
years ago the price of cotton was about 15 per 
cent higher than now, of wool 20 per cent, 


wages 10 to 15 per cent, but there are others 
which have made no reduction, so the aver- 
age would be very small. We must there- 
fore look elsewhere for the causes of this 


shrinkage. It is no doubt due largely to the

Its chief market has been greatly narrowed 
by the cessation of railroad-building, while 
the makers and sellers of dry goods have a 
larger constituency every year. It is only a 
question whether the people have the money 
and confidence in the future. 

The stocks in the hands of retailers and 
jobbers are undoubtedly low. As for the 
manufacturers, their supply would not be 
large for an active market, but some of them 
are pretty well loaded for these times. Many 
of the New England mills were, however, 
obliged to run on short time last summer on 
account of the drouth, and the Philadelphia 
mannfacturers were frightened into curtail- 
ment by the large stocks in sight. More re- 
cently the New England mills have short-

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
March 15, 1865.—DEAR MR. WEED: Every one likes a 
compliment. Thank you for yours on my little no- 
titication speech and on the recent inaugural ad- 
dress. I expect the latter to wear as well as, per- 
haps better than, anything I have produced; but I 
believe it is not immediately popular. Men are not 
flattered by being shown that there has been a dif- 
ference of purpose between the Almighty and them. 
To deny it, however, in this case is to deny that 
there is a God governing the world. It is a truth 
which I thought needed to be told, and, as what- 
ever of humiliation there is in it falls most directly 
on myself, I thought others might afford for me to 
tell it. Truly yours, A. LINCOLN. 

The inaugural address to which this charac- 
teristic letter refers was the second, delivered 
March 4, 1865, in which occurred the following

Sembrich in La Traviata.“ 
just as “Camille” is the favorit role of 
thful tragediennes, young opera singers 
who command a high soprano voice are fond of 
ring as Violetta in Verdi's La Traviata. 
in this part they have a chance to show all the 
obarms and accomplishments valued highly by 
artiste—namely: vocalism, beauty, and 
dramatic taleit. Still, as there are but very 
few really good Camilles on the dramatic stage, 
go the number of good Violettas and singing Ca- 
milles is also not great. Among the greatest 
of Violettas Marcella gembrich is certain to be 
counted by everybody who was last night at 
Haverly’s Theatre, where “La Traviata was 
given only indifferently, but Violetta was sung 
and acted magvificently. 
“La Traviata,” as is well known, is the 
drama Camille set to music. The libretto 
follows the drama closely, and the character of 
Violetta has, by condensation, gained in dra- 
matie force over that of Camille. In the first 
act of thesopera Violetta is the queen of the 
demi-monde, about beginning to pay the pen- 
alty of her excesses by a lose of health and 
feeling for the first time in ber lite emotions of 
true love.

A STATE OF SIEGE. 

ViennA, Jan. [Special Cable DSpatch to 
The Chicago Tribune. Instead of special 
legislation against the Socialists the Govern- 
ment has ordered a state of siege to be estab- 
lished in Vienna, ‘Korneburg, and Neustadt.

The Young Men’s Christan Association cele- 
brated its twenty-sixth anniversary last even- 
ing in Farwell Hall in the presence of a large 
assemblage. The walls and front of the gallery 
were decorated with scriptural and other 
mottoes, the central inscription behind the 
platform : “For Young Men, by Toung 
Men.” Mr. (James IL. Houghteling presided, 
and among those on the platform were the Rev. 
Messrs. McPherson, Oggel, and Wayland, Dr. 


Cormick Jr., E. T. Blair, A. L. Hunt, A. T. 
Hemingway, J. E. Brown, W. A. Dougias, and 
G. T. Howser. The proceedings were inter 
spersed with music by Lyon's orchestra and a 
chorus of male voices. 

The President, in his opening address, ro- 
ferred to the quarter-centenniai celebration of 
last year, and briefly recapitulated the events 
of the last twenty-six years and their influence 
on the contemporary history of the association. 
First came the panic of 1857, when all standards 
of value were thrown down; then the War, be- 
ginning in 1860, an infliction enough for one 
generation; after that the big fire; then the 
contested election of 1876, a crucial pointin the 
Nation's bistory; and then a later time of peace 
and prosperity. The members of the associa- 
tion had hélped fight the battles of their coun- 
try, 141 of them baving died on the battle-field. 
He quoted statistics to show the power of 
young men in the community; enough 
young men came of age every four years 
to control the Presidential election. The object 
of the association was the elevation and salva- 
tion of young men. People iooked to the asso- 
ciation for aid in all charitable schemes, from 
a soup-kitchen on Goose Island upward. These 
schemes were all right, and they might attend 
to them after all the young men had been 
reached. Chicago was the focal point for young 
men in this country. The association had to 
compete here with 4,000 saloons, and who could 
say how many gambling-houses? Business-men 
of the city could not afford, under these cir- 
cumstances, to withdraw their support from 


the association. The speaker then re- 
ferred to the improvements made 
in Farwell Hall, the advantages of- 


tered to all young men by the association, the 
success of the religious meetings, and the 
bright prospects for the future, and concluded 
with a warm recugnition of the work of A. M. 


Mr. Hemingway then read the annual report 
for the year 1883. The buildings occupied by 
the association are as follows: Association 
Building*and Farwell Hall, 148 Madison street;

THE DECLINE IN DOMESTICS. 


Careful Computation Shows that It 
Has Been Probably Thirty-three Per 
Cent in Two Years. : 

Pretty much everybody is aware of the fact 
that there has been quite a reduction in the 
price of cotton and other domestic goods during 
the last two years. But few have any idea how 
great the drop has actually been. Only a few 
days ago a person was asking a dry-goods man 
in this city, and a man of experience too, what 
the extent of the cut had been, and he stated, 
without, however, taking very mu time for 
consideration, that it had been from 10 to 20 
per cent. There has just been prepared, how- 
ever, by Burke, Walker & Co., of this city, 
a circular giving some information on this 
point, — shows that the difference in 
tho sell price of goods in January, 
1882, and January, 1884, is about twice 
what the dry-goods man above referred 
to put it at. The showing is an extraordinary 
one, and is worth giving nearly in full. In the 
first column is the wholesale price of the arti- 
cles in 1882, in the second the wholesale price 
today, and in the third the retail price today. 
It is also interesting to see how s:.all the mar- 
gin of profit is on many of these goods; it is 
also noteworthy that some of them are sold at 
just exactly the wholesale price. It is under- 
stood that the retail prices have fallen propor- 


- tionally quite as much as the wholesale ones 


that the money of the purchaser of cotton 
goods buys from 20 to 40 per cent more than it 
did two years ago. 

To sum up the results, bleached goods were 
20 per cent higher in 1882, brown goods 24 per 
cent higher, prints and ginghams 30 per cent 
higher, cottonades 44 per cent higber, blankets 


higher, flannels 27 per cent higher, and silks 
and satins 25 per cent higher.

Two Women and a Man. 


They Were Consigned to a Doctor 
Were Intended for Purely Sci- 


entific Purposes. 


for Their Welfare Leads to Sus- 
picion and Discovery—How a Private 
Watchman Was Watched. | 


The three bodies discovered by the police of 
the West Side concealed in barrels in a livery- 
stable on Ogden avenue and Madison street 
are still lying at the morgue, while the police 
gre searching for the person or persons who 
caused them to be placed where they were 
found. 

It is now definitly known that they were sent 
from Baltimore by the Adams Express to some 
medical college in this city. The books of the 
company show that two barrels, the contents 
of which are described, were received in Balti- 
more for transmission last Friday, that they 
left the same evening, and were received at 
Chicago Sunday. They were placed in the 
warehouse at No. 6 West Madison street to 
await the order of Fawcett, Barnes & Co. The 


following day an expressman presented the 
express receipt given at the other end of 
the line and demanded that they be turned over 
to him. It so happened that Mr. Donahue, the 
Chicago sgent of the Adams Express Company, 
was present when the receipt was shown, and as 
he did not know the expressman he asked who 
had sent him.

TWO WOMEN AND ONE MAN. 

It has been erroneously stated that the re- 
mains were those of a negro man and two 
white men. The facts are that two of the 
corpses are those of young colored women, 
while the third is that of a full-grown white 
mau. A reporter for Tun TRIBUNE called at 
the morgue where the three cadavers were ex- 
hibited to the Coroner yesterday. In one corner 


around was a 
quantity of hay used for the purpose of 
packing the remains more securely. Lying on 
the floor, perfectly nude, were the corpses. 
The two young women, whose ages might have 
been 18 or 20 years, had evidently died from 
consumption, their bodies being emaciated to a 
surpris egree, and their arms and legs being 
but little than the wrist of an ordinary 
man. Inthe mouth of each was a gag com- 
posed of m large piece of dark-colored cloth. 
The corpses were each doubled up, and the 
knees pearly touched the chin, which position 
was evidently caused by the manner in which 
they had been placed in the barrela, 
THE WHITE CORPSE. 


The male body was that of a white man, ap- 
parently about 30 years of age. A post-mortem 
examination had been performed upon it 
previous to its being placed in the barrel. 
Some of the stitches in the stomach, which 
had been sewed up after the operation, 
had broken, exposing a portion of the 
inside of his chest. From this the blood had 
| flowed in a considerable quantity, covering his 
two colored 
women, who lay near by. The man’s lefé eye 
was sightless, evidently having been de- 
stroyed by a cataract. On his right arm, mid- 
way between the elbow and the wrist, the fic- 
ure of a dancing-girl, with one hand resting 
upon her head, had been tatooed in red and 
blue India ink. His face bore the growth of 
two weeks’ beard.

COLORED FEMALES. 

It is a somewhat difficult matter to decide as 
to the length of time which has elapsed since 
the death of the two women, as some chemical 
has evidently been used for the purpose of pre- 
serving the bodies. The odor of some preserv- 
ing fluid could be easily detected. No post- 
mortem examination or inquest will be held 
upon the remains for the present, as 
the entire matter is in the hands of 
the police. Undertaker Elton said that if 
the bodies were not claimed before Feb. 11 the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad would be forced to 
pay the expenses of burial, as the law distinct- 
ly provides that any railroad compauy or other 
transportation company which brings bodies 
into Cook County ean be made responsible for 
the burial expenses. 

HOW THE BODIES WERE FOUND. 

Two of the most interesting features about 
the case are the way in which the police dis- 
covered that the bodies were concealed in the 
casks and how the owner of them succeeded in 
getting them out of the hands of the express 
company. The driver, who had been handi- 
capped by the refusal of Mr. Donahue to 
release the ithout having the owner identi- 
fed in the form, reported his failure to 
the man who sent him, and subse- 
quently a letter was written by a 
prominent physician to Mr. John R. Floyd. 
Cashier of the American Company, 
asking bim dentify the bearer and see that 
he got the . Mr. Floyd examined the 
receipt, and that the goods were in the 
possession of the Adams Express Company, he 
wrote a note to Mr. Donahue asking that he 
would deliver the property over to the bearer, 
stating that the identification to him was all 
right. The letter was presented at the office on 
Dearborn street, and as Mr. Donahue was not 
present it fell into the hands of Mr. Peterson, 
the next in rank, who thereupon wrote another 
order upon the man in charge of the ware- 
house asking him to surrender the barrels. 
This was finally done Wednesday afternoon. 


| Mr. Peterson gained the impression from the 


letter of Floyd that the owner of the property 
had gune by mistake and had himself identified 
at the American Express Company's office. 

A DETECTIVE DETECTED. 

The delay occasioned bya resort to these 
measures was fatal to the successful delivery 
of the bodies at their final destination.

A BLOODLESS VICTORY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 31.—On the opening 
of the cable road to Ocean Beach, a number of 
whisky and coffee-and-doughnut sellers, headed 
by Denis Kearney, “jumped” a strip of land 
lying between the confines of Golden Gate 
Park and high-water mark.

LITTLE ROSE MATHEWS. 
A HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—The 
mutilated remains of little Rose Mathews, who 
was murdered by Mike Cuddihee and wife, 
were brought to Denver last night. The body 
was shipped bere at the request of Mr. Ratha- 
ker so that it might be shown to the people 
here that there was justification for the lynch- 
ing of the murderers. It was shown by the 
post-mortem at Ouray that the wounds in the 
back of the head killed the child. There are 
numerous cuts on ber legs and hips, while her 
hands, feet, and ankles were frozen and looked 
as though burned by fire after freezing. This part 
of the torture alone a Denver physician said 
was sufficient to cause death, though it was 
known that the child endured the terrors of 
freezing tor two weeks before she received the 
fatal blow. At the Ouray post-mortem it was 
ascertained that in addition to all her tortures 
she had been violated. This fact has been con- 
cealed, but an examination bg physicians in this 
city tonight confirmed th last horror in the 
case, sustaining the theory that the child was 
murdered by Mrs. Cuddihee. 


OBITUARY. 
SUDDEN DEATH. 

Col. A. W. Sheldon, Associate Justice of 
Arizona, a native of Granville, O., died sudden- 
ly today at the Palace Hotel. 

[Col. Sheldon was J@age of the First Judicial Dis- 
trict of Arizona, and was appointed last April 
from the Baltimore Herald, of which he had been 
editor ten years. He was the most fearless Judge 
ever in Arizona and did more to restore quiet and 
put down the bad element than any other Judge in 
the Territory. He served with distinction during 
the War, and was wounded five times. His death 
was the result of an old wound.]

He Was Put on the Naval Retired List 
for Sicknéss Incurred in the Line of 
Duty, and Not for Incompetency. 

Bic RAPIDS, Mich., Jan. 28.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In the article entitled “Our Useless 
Navy.“ in your paper of Saturday, the 26th Inst., 
you will be sorry to learn that at least one officer 
in the service has been misrepresented and his 
reputation unjustly attacked. That officer is my- 
self, and the clause complained of is as follows: 

Roben, Douglas, retired Oct. 26, 1872. for incom- 
petency [this is a typographical error—it should 
have read incapacity}, on pay of $1,300; recently 
promoted to list of those retired ‘from incapacity 
resulting from long and faithful service.“ 

It is to be regretted that somebody did not look 
into the facts before a statement of so damaging a 


nature was published, and that I should be calleg@ 
upon to explain a charge made carelesly or without 
sincerity by the writer of the article above men- 
tioned. The wide circulation of THE TRIBUNE 
gives great currency to this misrepresentation; and 
in the interest of fair play I trust you will give the 
defense of an officer’s reputation at least as good a 
chance to be heard as the attack upon it. 

The above item, short as it is, contains three 
mistakes: First, I never was retired for incom-

Can you tell by what legal right certain for- 
eign and domestic corporations hold enormous 
realties in this State? The policy of our law 
is opposed to the holdingof such property in 
dead hands; in otherwords, it is adverse to 
perpetuities. It is believed that no corpora- 
tion organized under any law of this State is 
permitted or authorized to hold any more rea! 
estate than such as is necessary for the busi- 
ness for which the corporation was crented. 
This is wise and it is just. Instances may be 
cited where foreign insurance companies own 
and hold large realties, not necessary for their 
business.

purpose of ascertaining the position of affairs 
regarding the prohibitory measures of France 
and Germany with reference to American hog 
product and what retaliatory legislation would 
probably be taken by our Government. I saw 
Commissioner Loring, of the Agricultural De- 
partment, and he said the matter had 
his special care and attention. Mr. 
Morrison of our own State, said he 
would favor any movement that had for its 
foundation proper reports from the depart- 
ments; that he was the friend of the farmer, 
and didn’t believe there was any basis for the 
pronibitory decrees of France and Germany. 
Senator Logan told me that be would heartily 
cobperate. Senator Miller, Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, said the Sen- 
ate had put the matter into the hands of his 
committee and that he had made application 
to the State Department for all the papers re- 
lating to it and for all the correspondence be- 
tween the French and German Ministers and 
Secretaries of State since the first prohibitory 
decree. He also said that certain members of 
his committee were very anxious that measures 
should be taken-promptly to retaliate for the 
injustice Gone to the products of the North- 


and France; that 
were all anxious, particularly Mr. Sargent, that 
Congress should take steps to bring about a 
settlement of the question. I saw Senator Cul- 
lom, too, and he said that Illinois was more in- 
terested, possibly, than any other State. and 
that no movement looking to an adjustment 
would fail to have his hearty u. Con- 
gressman Dunham made an appolutment for a 
short meeting, and we called upon the Presi- 
dent. 1 found that be was, if anything, more 
anxious for the taking of prompt measures 
than any of the gentiemen I have mentioned. 
He said that from personal investigation he

A FIGHT FOR A FORTUNE. 

A ROMANTIC STORY OF A GENEROUS UNCLE. 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by Frederick L. Danforth as Receiver ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court of New York 
under a judgment in favor of Cornea Ham- 
ilton for $617,000 against James L. Beckwith, 
of Chicago; Isaac O. Crissy, of Buffalo; and 
George W. Holt, of Westfield, N. Y., individu- 
ally and as executor and trustee under the will 
of Charles Ensign, to set aside a mortgage of 
$8,000 ow the propeller Roanoke, of Buffalo. 
Complainant sets out that the 19th of July last 
Cornelia Hamilton, as adinistratrix of the es- 
tate of Elisha W. Ensign, recovered a judg- 
ment at Buffalo for $617,848 against George W. 
Holt, surviving partner of the firm of George 
W. Holt and Charles Ensign. The business 
of this that of running a line 
of propellers on the lakes known as the 
‘**Commercial Line.“ Among the boats owned 
by the firm was the Roanoke, and in April 
last Holt sold her to Isaac O. Crissy for $40,000, 
Crissy giving back a mortgage to secure $39,909 
of the purchase money. The 23d of July fol- 
lowing Holt made an assignment to Crissy for 
the benefit of his creditors. In October Mrs. 
Cornelia Hamilton filed.a bill against Holt and 
Crissy to set aside the bill of sale of the pro- 
peller to Crissy, which is now pending. Com- 
plainant was appointed Receiver in this case, 
and by his agent here took possession of the 


board the vessel and pretended to take pos- 
session of her under a mortgage executed, he 
claimed, by Holt to Beckwith. This note and 
mortgage was given April 4, 1883, but Danforth 
claims it is void because Holt had no power 
under the will to execute it, and he asks to 
have it set aside as a cloud on his title. 

There is a romantic story connected with this 
ease. George W. Holt thirty years ago was 
one of the richest steamboat-men in the coun- 
try, and about 1854 he generously undertook to 
provide for his sister's family. She had mar- 
ried a man named Ensign, who died leaving 
her with three chi lren, Elisha, Charles, and 
Cornelia. The latter afterward married a man 
named Hamilton. Holt took Charles Ensign, 
then a young man of 23 years of age, into busi- 
ness with him. and as the firm prospered, Holt 
helped Elisha into a fat position, and Charles 
made his sister independent by settling a large 
sum onher. Elisha married in 1857, but his 
wife after some years procured a di 
vorce on the ground of cruelty and 
drunkenness. About three years after, he mar- 
ried her again, and a second time she obtained 
adivorce. In each case also she obtained a 
good slice ‘of his property as alimony. They 
were married athird time soon after and plod- 
ded along together until about 1878, when Mrs. 
Ensign filed her third bill for divorce. A 
higher court bowever dissolved the devree in 
the death of Gen. Ensign, and she was left a 
wealthy widow. During the twenty years 
Charles and Elisha were in business together 
they made immense sums building the Cleve- 
land viaduct and other works and were reputed 
to be millionaires. Elisha shortly before his 
death expressed a desire to leave al! his prop- 
erty to Charles. The latter refused to 
draw the will, but induced Elisha to 
give his estate to his sister Cornelia. 
Charles was appointed executor of the estate 
worth $ ,000,000. He died in 1880 the owner 
of the ** Commercial! Line of steamers, and of 
the Marine Block and Commercial Elevator in 
Buffalo. Mrs. Hamilton was appointed ad- 
ministratrix of her brother Elisha's estate in 
place of Charles, and at once made a demand 
on her unele, George W. Holt, for $200,000 
which she claimed he owed the estate. Holt 
refused to pay more than $75,000 and she sued 
him individually, and, as executor of Charles 
Ensigu's estate, claiming $550,000. Testimony 
was taken in various placesin Europe to the 
case, and it was finally heard in August last by 
a commission of three persons, and a judgment 
entered up against Holt for $614,00@ Execu- 
tion was issued, but before levy Holt assign 
the propellers Roanoke, Scotia, Russia, and 
Colorado to Isaac O. Crissy, at present Po- 
lice Commissioner of Buffalo. The assignment, 
however, was subsequently set aside as fraudu- 
lent, and F. L. Danforth was subsequently ap- 
pointed Receiver of the Commercial Line and 
of the Holt and Ensign estates. Holt is now 
over 70 years of age, and this judgment leaves 
him penniless, and also leaves the widow and 
daughter of Charles Ensign without a dollar. 
After the death of Gen. Elisha Ensign his 
widow gave birth to a child, who died at the 
age of 7 months. The widow then applied to 
the Surrogate’s Court for letters of administra- 
tion on her child's estate, the object 
being to contest her husband's _ will, 
but her application was refused. Mrs. 
Ensign subsequently went to New York, 
studied medicine, and afte married a 
wealthy gentleman named Martin. The 
daughter of Mrs. Hamilton is the wife of an 
English naval officer, and the mother allows 
them $1,000 a month to keep the wolf from the 
door. Mr. M. C. Kneip, of this city, represents 
Holt, and he states that Mrs. Hamilton has of- 
fered to compromise her judgment for about 
$250,000 and that this will probably be accept- 
ed. If a settlement is made on this basis it 
will still leave Mr. Holt, who made the fortunes 
of the Ensign family, with $100,000 or $150,000.
